More than 1500 people have sign- 
ed a petition attacking Altona Coun- 
cil for its failure to help a struggling 
district sporting club. 

The Central Altona Soccer Club, formed 


nine years ago, is still without a home ground 
and facilities. ‘ 


The Secretary of the club, Mr. Joe Marth, 
told the Star yesterday players had been shar- 
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ing a poorly - equipped ground in Williams- 
town with four other teams, 

“There’s no doubt that we have been los- 
ing players — they’d rather go to a club that’ 
can provide changing rooms at least,” he said. 

“For nine years we’ve been going, but we 
still don’t have anywhere we can build a chan- 
ging room and shower block. 
~ “We have the tradesmen in the club, aid I 
reckon we could raise a loan to put up a build- 
ing ,.. if we had a decent ground!”

“Six years ago we first applied for somewhere. 


We're still waiting. 


“They did let us use some land off Millers 
Road, but that was impossible. 
“It was just a quagmire. You couldn’t move on 


it, let alone kick a ball. 


“That’s when Williamstown Council let us play 
on Gray Reserve. We were grateful for. that, but 
it has no facilities.for the boys.” : 

Last year Altona Council made a point of 
awarding a certificate of merit to Central Altona 


champion Paul Gallo. 


Paul, who plays in the club’s under-16 side, 
was the ‘only district, lad to be picked in the Vic- 
torian junior team to play interstate competition. 

“They gave him a certificate, and gie Mayor 
- Cr. Bill Sommers,” congratulated him. But. they 
didn’t give him somewhere to play the game, ” Mr, 
Marth said. 

The petition, signed. by 1559 and delivered to 
councillors on Tuesday night says: 

“We sign on behalf of the Central Altona 
Soccer Club which, after being established for 
nine years, is still waiting for a permanent ground 
and proper facilities. 

“By signing, we want to show our support for 
this. club and express our wish for council to 
finally act on this matter.”
